reveal their plans. If not tactically 
impossible, it would be unwise to 
attempt to stop a smash like this 
by opposing to it a similar force in 
the early stages, as to accomplish 
this it would be necessary to weak- 
en the line in other places and ex- 
pose it to a simultaneous thrust. In 
fact, not until several days after 
the offensive had assumed huge pro- 
portions, employing 600,000 men, 
did it become certain that this was 
the real offensive and not a mere 
feint to divert reserves from other 
sectors. The burden of this deci- 
sion, and the momentous decision 
of when to strike back, rested on 
Foch. During those days the des- 
tiny of the world = rested in his 
hands. Did man ever before bear 
such responsibility? 

Foch, the nerve center of that in- 
tricate web reaching from the Alps 
j to the North Sea, waited and 

watched—-and smoked small cigars. 
Then, when the German rush, like 
one of his cigars, had burned low, 
he struck back. He had let the Ger- 
mans come on at terrible loss and 
then stopped them without weaken- 
ing his line elsewhere. 

SEMBLANCE OF SUCCESS. 

Any such drive is bound to have 
a semblance of success, if the gain 
of territory is rated as such, al- 
though in reality it is of minor im- 
portance in open warfare. To hold 
a line so taut along the western 
front that it could not be dented 
by a vast concentration of men at 
any one point would require 500,- 
000,000 soldiers. All that a com- 
mander can do is to go distribute his 
reserves and maintain among them 
a degree of mobility that will make 
possible their employment at any 
given point within a reasonable 
time, and in that way prevent a 
complete severance of the line. These 
tactics were used on the Aisne and 
Marne at deadly cost to the enemy.

PROTECT INFANTRY. 

The reckless leapfrog tactics did 
not seem to be so much in evidence, 
and alse there was a greater effort 
to pave the way for the infantry- 
After a heavy bombardment, 
including a deluge of gas, the in- 
fantry would advance and endeavor 
to bomb the French and British out 
of their positions. In case they 
failed they retired, and the artillery 
would again take up the burden. 
Then would come additional infan- 
try, well supplied with bombs. They 
seemed to depend mere on the gun- 
ners and specially-trained bombers 
than in other offensives. 


New tactics also were revealed in 
the use of gas. First they would 
flood a certain area with the poison- 
ous stuff, after which they would 
drench another area. Then they 
would switch their guns back and 
drop a number of shells in the first 
area, evidently for the purpose of 
keeping the vapor stirring. During 
those days both the French and 
British became, accustomed to living 
in their gas masks, 

However, the German methods 
reacted, and literally they got some 
of their own medicine. They now 
use an improvement on the original 
“tear” gas. It has double efficacy 
and more lasting qualities, affecting 
first the eyes and then the skin. The 
fumes scmetimes remain suspended 
in the air, and in that case are dan- 
gerous for forty-eight hours. How- 
ever, when the ground becomes im- 
pregnated with this very concentrat- 
ed chemical it may remain dormant- 
w dangereus for days. 


CAUGHT IN OWN TRAP. 


The soil becomes viruently poison- 
ous even by contact, and when dis- 
turbed the fumes again become ac- 
tive in the air. One night when 
Fritz camped fer the night on 
ground formerly shelled by his own 
gunners, he could be heard giving 
off loud yelps along about 10 o'clock. 
He had made his own bed, but on 
second thought refused to lie in it. 
The chemicals with which his urtil- 
lerymen had saturated the sod were 
eating the very hide off him. It cor- 
reded his clothing, ate its way 
through the seat of his pants and 
was gnawing large holes in his epi- 
dermis, To find himself peeling off 
like an onion both pained and 
alarmed Fritz, who immediately de- 
camped. However, the discovery 
was not made soon enough to avoid 
sericus consequences, and it is prob- 
able that a good many Germans 
were sent to the hospital by their 
own gas, and that the results were 
fatal in a number of cases. The ex- 
perience should give them a fuller 
appreciation of kultur as expounded 
by German professors.

the question, “Is it possible to see 
a battle?” Yes, but it is not pos- 
sible to see the battle.

Time and again the billows of gray 
would break on that thin line of 
blue.

In places 
whcle companies of Germans would 
be swept back before gusts of ma- 
chine-gun bullets as before a mighty 


wind. 

An officer handed me his field 
glasses, and pointed to a ridge about 
two miles away. Little gray specks 
swarmed over the ridge. They looked 
like mere toys or manikins. Here 
and there a group would seem to 
melt: Shrapnel was cutting them 
down, knocking them over like duck 
pins. Once they fell they blended 
so closely with the ground that they 
could not be aistinguished. And that 
is why the impression clung to me 
that they simply melted under those 
little puffs of white. Just a gentle 
puff, and those little toys in gray 
vanished. Nearer, the Allied airmen 
| were doing tremendous execution. 
There a low-fiying British machine 
scudded over the heads of a long 
infantry column spewing bullets in- 
to the faces of the men. 

They fell in windrows. Above a 
French machine was dropping high 
explosives on another column. ere 
would be a mighty explosion. Ger- 
man corpses and fragments of 
corpses shot hundreds of feet into 
the alr and then fell with wet, sick- 
ening thuds, like throwing a piece 
of raw liver on the ground. The 
column was torn asunder, but this 
human python, like a vast 
snake, reformed, closed up the gap, 
and again vibrantly vicious and sin- 
isterly slimy, squirmed its huge bulk 
down the green slopes toward Paris. 
The French were hard pressed 
and fighting with a desperation that 
proved their realization of the situa- 
tion.

OLLOWING «a court scene re- 
plete with all the drama of @ 
stage performance, Mrs. Idell 

Kennedy and Dr. Frank T. Howen- 
stine, convicted draft plotters, were 
sentenced by Federal Judge Bledsoe 
yesterday afternoon to serve terms 
of eleven and ten years, respective- 
ly, on McNeil’s Island, and to pay 
fines of $5000 each. The action of 
the court followed the denial of a 
motion for a new trial on technical 
grounds. | 

Mrs. Kennedy was supported by 
her husband, Franklin H. Kennedy, 
and her attorney, Le Compte Da- 
vis, as she stood up for sentence. 
Her face was a. pasty white and she 
would have collapsed completely but 
for the support given her. 

Just before pronouncing sentence 
the court made the statement that 
he was not at all impressed with 
the claimed insanity of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy. He said further: 

“No woman who is insane would 
have condoned the sinking of the 
Lusitania in the manner that Mrs. 
Kennedy did by saying she was 
‘tickled to death’ over this terrible 


ocean tragedy. 

“It’s a lie, a lie, a lie,“ shouted 
Mrs. Kenendy to the amazement of 
the densely packed courtroom. “I 
never said it. It is false testimony. 
They (the witnesses) were paid for 
it. I can’t sit here and bear this 
any longer.” 

With her features the color of 
chalk Mrs. Kennedy fell back from 
her half risen position into the arms 
of her husband, who with several 
friends attempted to restrain her. 
Judge Bledsoe made no motion to 
interrupt her and when she had 
quieted down he proceeded: 

“With respect to Mrs. Kennedy I 
believe her motive was a deliberate, 
conscious, well-constructed plan 
born of her love for Germany and 
her hatred of England. She is a 
woman, but she can not escape the 
consequences of her misdeeds. I be- 
lieve her to have been the main- 
spring of this conspiracy, and its 
guiding and controlling genius.

, 80 long will the words and deeds of the 
patriots of 1776 find commemoration and 
honor on each succeeding anniversary of 
the birth. The enduring benefits 
of the American revolution abide with us, 
and across the chasm of 142 years we send 
to ite authors the assurance of a love and 
Gratitude that shall not fail “till the sea 
gives up its dead.” 

The sentences of the declaration consti- 
tuted a spell whose sorcery spoke a people 
into freedom, a nation into life and a con- 
tinent into such mighty and beneficent de- 
velopment as obiessed humanity and, 
amazed a world. 

The mists of time and distance are 
cleared away by the white light of patriotic 
memory, and we behold, gathered around 
the cradle of our republic, the patriots of 
1776-—-John Adams, the Boston lawyer, pa- 
tient and determined; Samuel Adams, the 
Boston merchant, enthusiastic, passionate 
and uncompromising: Benjamin Franklin, 
philanthropist and philosopher; the Vir 
ginia Lees, descendants of cavaliers; Sher- 
man und Trumbull, descended from Crom- 
Ironsides; Philip Livingston, de- 
seended from the grim Dutchmen who 
opened the dykes and gave their land to 
the ocean rather than surrender their lib- 
erties; Robert Morris, who tossed his 
wealth into the vortex of the revolution as 
lightly as a lover bestows upon his mis- 
tress the hard won favors of the tourney. 

And chief among the chieftains of that 
mighty band—oudtlined against the sky of 
history—the imposing figure of Thomas Jef- 
ferson. The Declaration of Independence 
which he penned is a knitted chain of logic 
and a persuasive and passionate appeal. It 
states the case of the colonists with the 
force of a demonstration in mathematics 
and with the poetic beauty of a song of 
David. It is Mirabeau's definition of elo- 
quence— reason permeated and made hot 
with passion.” When Jefferson said that 
“all aren have an equal right to life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness,” he gath- 
ered the advanced thought of the century 


been the offspring of singleness of purpose. 
All great reforms have been accomplished 
by enthusiasts who refused to accept com- 
promise, or submit to abatement of their 
demands. It was fortunate indeed for their 
descepdanis, it wag fortunate for the world, 
that the controlling spirits of the Revolu- 
tion of 1776 were men whose clear visions 
pierced the mists of ungertainty, whose 
brave hearts defied thd apparent odds 
agajnst them, and whose wise and burning 
words uplifted the purpose and aroused 
the enthusiadm of a race. 

The Declaration of Independence was 
possible, the success of the revolution was 
possible, the formation of a republican gov- 
ernment was possible because there existed 
a pure public spirit, a spirit of patriotism 
which impelled every man to guard the gen- 
eral rights jealously, and to resent any in- 
vasion of those rights promptly. It would 
have been cheaper to pay the stamp tax 
than to go to war about it. It would have 
been more comfortable to drink the tea than 
to steep the water of Bostan Bay with it; 
but our fathers believed, as their descend- 


‘apts believe today, in making personal sacri- 


fices for the public good, and because they 
so believed and lived their belief the United 
States of America was placed upon the 
map of the world. 


FOURTH AND OUR FIGHTERS. 

‘ Independence Day dawns this morning 
with the American eagle soaring farther 
afield than ever before in the history of our 
republic. The emblem of liberty is floating 
on all of the seven seas. There will not 
be an hour today when its stars will not be 
gleaming. In the frozen fastness of the 
Klondyke, in the sun kissed isles of the Pa- 
cific, on the bloody banks of the Piave, on 
the heights of Chateau Thierry, in the moun- 
tains of Lorraine, on the shell swept slopes 
of Pieardy, above the bastions of Cantigny 
and acroas the desolate plains of Flanders— 
wherever liberty abides, wherever the forces 
of freedom are engaged in a final struggle 
with despotism, drums are beating and fifes 
are piping the strain of “Yankee Doodle” or 
tfie stifring ncfes of “Columbia the Gem of 
the Ocean.” 

Independence Day in 1918 is not observed 
by America alone but by the governments 
of twenty-four nations that are fighting to 
make the world a fit abiding place for lib- 
erty and justice. Every one of our Allies 
has joined to make this July 4 the com- 
memoration not alone of American inde- 
pendence, but of the new world independ- 
ence in which there is no place for orgah- 
ized barbariem or subsidized brigandage. 
Our Statue of Liberty sees her torch flaming 
and her sword scin on the frontiers 
of the last and mest unworthy of the ad- 
herents of military despotism. 

America has begun well. On July 4 of 
last year we had an expeditionary force of 
700 fighting men in France. This year we 
bave 700,000. The total expeditionary force 
numbers slightly more than 1,000,000 men; 
but We are counting as actual fighting men 
only those who are now at the front or are 
training for service in the trenches. And 
the Huns already know they are there and 
are becoming wary of them. The record of 
the first fifty thousand, who have been given 
places in the actual fighting, is inspiring; 
the number of unwounded Huns whom they 
have sent as prisoners to the rear is greater 
than their total loss in dead, wounded and 
missing. Germany scoffed in the beginning 
at the untrained American troops and the 
officers, “turned out like hot rolls over 
night.” We Americans have claimed little, 
but we have hoped for much and the first 
Independence Day since ovr troops have 
been actually in the fichting finds us in a 
position to point to the records of the 
marines at Chateau Thierry and Bois de 
Belleau, of the guardsmen in the Vosges, 
and of the regulars at Cantigny, as an 
earnest of what is iu store for the Huns 
when 3,000,000 American soldiers are actu- 
ally in the fray. 

It may be only a coincidence that the Al- 
lied line has stiffened and held like bars of 
steel at the polgtse where the American 
troops are fighting; but dispatches from the 
front to the British and French press are to 
the effect that the dash, vigor and enthu- 
slasm of the American troops is contagious. 
Their presence has brought assurance to 
the sorely-tried British and French veterans 
that millions of fresh fighting men are on

President Shoup and General Manager 
McMillan can be depended on to meet the 
men half way. They were once wage-earn- 
ers themselves; they want to do and will 
do the right thing. 

Looking at the affair from all sides, the 
outcome of the strike gives genera) satis- 
faction. It has been proved that the people 
will not stand for trifling in this time of 
serious things; that the military arm of 
the nation is bared for action; that the Pa- 
cifie Electric men, most of them, are amen- 
able to patriotic reasoning.

| 1 does not make right, and when 


the unspeakable Turk shall have been sup- 
pressed and the unthinkable Hun brought 
to his knees through the victorious march 
to Berlin of the forces of civilization allied 
for the preservation of the freedom and 
democracy of the world there ig certain to 
be organized a Grand Army of the World. 
It may be the Greater Army of Freedom or 
the Grand Army of Liberty—the name does 
not matter. Where it is to be started is 
ishmaterial, although America, as the orig- 
inal cradle of liberty under a republican 
form of government, would be its logical 
birthplace. 

This great brotherhood of men of all na- 
tions and women, too—who fought with 
the Allies to preserve the peace of the world 
and prevent the barbarians, in their greed 
for conquest and territory, from stamping 
out the principles upon which human Ib- 
erty are based, wilt include English, French, 
Canadian, Portuguese, Italian, as well as 
our own U.S.A. and several other nations. 
Its ritual may be written in several lan- 
guages, but its objects and aims will be unl- 
versal. One of its principal purposés will 
be to bind together the men who opposed 
the domination of the world by Prussian 
militarists; but, not unlike the other pa- 
triotic fraternal societies that have gone 
before it, there will be other worthy aims. 
The Grand Army of the Republic which 
stands as a model or working pattern for 
this world-wide Grand Army of Freedom, 
has accomplished „great and lasting good 
during the fifty and two years through 
which it hag been a factor in political and 
fraternal society. It was organized to ce 
ment together the friendships of the sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who united to sup 
press the War of the Rebellion, to perpetuate 
the memory of those who lost their lives 
during or as a result of the struggle, and 
to ald their widows and orphans. The new 
and greater Grand Army of the World may 
be expected to have the same worthy and 
charitable objefts, as well as a paragraph 
in its constitution pledging its liberty-loving 
membership to devote its energies toward 
maintaining the peace of the world forever. 

The present Grand Army of the Republic, 
whose membership embraces the brave men 
who wore the blue in the dark days of the 
60’s and the Grand Army of Liberty that is 
to be will have much in common. The 
month of April has been prominent in the 
history of the one and promises to play a 
leading part in the other. The G.A.R. was 
organized in April (1866,) and accepts to 
membership men who served between Ap? 
12, 1861, when Fort Sumter was fired on,

Francis himself says he owes over 
50 per cent. of his audiences and 
their Continuity to just those clar- 
ion notes: And every speaker in the 
great Propaganda of Freedom— 
whether Government or Y.M.C_A.— 
has to have music! That's part of 
the Psychology. 

Would you, yourself, for a great 
patriotic rally, pick a Goddess of 
Liberty five feet high and With a 
voice that cracked on the “Star 
Spangled Banner”? Would you pick 
an orchestra of jewsharps and a 
comb-chorus? Would you pick the 
homeliest and most bashful and 
tongue-tied women to run a Red 
Cross booth”? Would you select a 
stutterer to be your Svelibinder at 
a patriotic meeting? Why not? The 
jJewsharpers, clock-stoppers and 
stammerers may be just as full of 
100 per cent. Americanism. I guess 
they are, as a rule—I know they are! 
Their very handicaps intensify their 
desire to Serve. 
But you don't pick ‘em! Why? 
They haven't the Psychologic Punch! 
They have to do their patriotic share 
—and God knows they do—in the 
Rear Ranks. To the Umelight. 
Beauty, Presence, s, the Gold- 
en Tongue—some form of The 
Thrill! 

The Federal Covernment is fol 
lowing the same plan. So is the Red 
Cross. So are the Knights of Co- 
lumbus. AH Paychology— but Hon- 
est. No soldiers in the world had 
ever a tenth so much so wisely 
done to hearten them; no nation 
ever had before one-tenth so much 
to Wake, Shake and Kindle it. It is 
really the most marvelous thing in 
the whole war- this Spiritual side 
of it. It Is the Unique and perhaps 
the most vital thing we have done 
to Win the War—to Waken and 
Feed the Spirit of America! 

Now, if we could only call back 
Julia Ward Howe to write us a new 
“Rattle Hymn of the Republic:” and 
a Stenhen Collina Foster with a 1918 
“Old Folks at Home” and “Old Ken- 
tucky Home: and a Henry Clay 
Work to stir our feet and hearts 
with a modern “Marching Through 
Georgia.” And if we could persuade 
someone nowadays to invent a fit 
sequel to “John Brown's Bodr!” 

In 1876 I stood on a Philadeitphia 
hovsetop and heard one hundred 
thousand marching men (mostly 
Grand Army veterans) sing John 
Brown's Body” and “Tramp, Tramp, 
Tramp the Povs are Marchine” and 
“Merchire Through Georgia.”
